The interest charg-s and monoy put 

in the Sinking Fund, each year, eonsti- 

. tute what is called "the carrying 

charge." The carrying charge is, there 

'-.-' fore, what the development costs the 

■ citizens eurli year. 

Now' the carrying charges on the 
$30,000 that is to be borrowed to pro- 
vide Narberth 's new Outdoor Recrea- 
tion Community Center, is about $2,500 
a year. Reduced to tuxes this means a 
possible increase in the tax rate of 
something less than one mill per $100 
worth of property.

This was the big feature of the 
Dahlia Show, and it- acquisition by 
the N'arberth Club is something to be 
proud of. 

Several individual prizes were won 
by Messrs. Clark and Edgar, one of 
which was a silver medal for the best 
seedling flower. The winning flower, 
entered by Mr. Clark, was a very large 
bloom of an undecipherable shade of 
salmon. 

This is tho second time this season 
that local flower lovers have buckled 
on their nrmor and gone forth to cap- 
ture honors from neighboring exhibits, 
and both expeditions have been ex- 
tremely successful.

Residents Complain 
of Obnoxious Lot 

WEED-GROWN PLOT AT NAR- 
BERTH AND WAYNE AVENUES 
HAS BECOME NEIGHBOR- 
HOOD NUISANCE. 

l'eojile living at nnd near the corner 
■ if Wnyne iiinl Xnrtierth avenues are 
lii-cciiniiifj more ami more incensed at 
the condition nf ■! vacant lot on the 
nortliwest corner of this intersection. 

This lot is thickly overgrown with 
needs, which not only have formed a 
Mink growth over the lot isolf, but 
have urown through the hedge between 
•\ and the adjoining property, being 
any thing but sightly. These weeds are 
nearly uight feet high in places, and 
nivo the corner the npjiearance of an 
abaiuldiied iluinp, which has served as 
:in invitntinn to cureless people to 
.li-pusit their trash there. 

Kor lievcral weeks letters have been 
»ent in to the editor asking if some- 
thing could nut be .bme to relieve this 
eyesore, while .-nine inquire why the 
Bormigh Government has no powor to 
act in the matter. 

The Borough Council, through its 
Highways Committee, has jurisdiction 
nver only that part of a plot of ground 
lying within ten feet of the curb line, 
and unless the condition becomes a 
serious menace to health, the authori- 
ties cannot net. 

The situation resolves itself, there- 
fore, into a .simple question of civic 
pride, or more exactly-, civic duty. The 
lot is owned by a Narberth merchant, 
depending on Narberth people to sup- 
port him in his busirLess, and his own 
prosperity reflects the progress of the 
town. The proper maintenance of a lot 
in a built-up residential section is clear- 
ly the duty of any property owner. 

The request of a correspondent in 
these columns a few weeks ago that the 
Oak Tree Lot on the South Side be 
cleaned up brought an immediate and 
very satisfactory response from the 
new owner, and we trust that prompt 
steps will be taken to put the lot at 
Wayne avenue in as good condition.

The four Hoards of Health are fully 
aware of this situation and because of 
it a conference was held in the office 
of the ("nilnirliaii Association with 
1,'iilph t:. Irwin, Chief of the Milk 
Mivisimi of the Department of Health. 

I'onr fundamentals were presented 
\'\ the State Department of Health as 
Miicjruards against epidemics and as 
iM.cssities for the production of safe 
milk. 

It was found that, with the excep- 
tion of certain grading, none of the 
Hoards of Health had these fundament- 
al;- incorporated in their regulations. 

I.a>t Wednesday night the Main Line 
I nit of the Montgomery County Med- 
ical Society invited the members of 
the four Hoards of Health, the three 
Township Commissioners, and the Bor- 
ough of Narberth, the Suburban Asso- 
ciation, and a few representative cit- 
izens to discuss these regulations in an 
open meeting. 

The Medical Society went on record 
by actual vofe endorsing the regula- 
tions and recommending to the Boards 
of Health that they be incorporated in 
I heir milk code. 

The Department of Health considers 
the requirements arc fundamentals 
upon which may be built the many de- 
tail regulations necessary to properly 
control a public milk supply. 

I. Grades of Milk. 

tirades of milk should be established 
and defined. The following three 
grades of milk are recommended for 
your consideration: 

< 1 ) Certified milk. 

(2) Grade A milk (raw). 

(.'!) Pasteurized milk. 

The piiucipal requirements under the 
giades recommended are as follows: 

(1) "Certified Milk" means the pro- 
duct of dairies operated in accordance 
with the "Methods and Standards for 
the Production and Distribution of 
Certified Milk," adopted by the Amer- 
ican Association of Medical Milk Com- 
missions, May 1, 1 1J 12, and amend- 
ments thereto in effect at the time of 
production and the production and han- 
dling of which shall be certified to by 
a milk commission instituted in com- 
pliance therewith. 

(a) "Grade A Milk (raw)" shall be 
milk from a herd, each member of 
which shall be free from communica- 
ble disease as determined by complete 
physicnl examinations and tuberculin 
tests conducted in accordance with the 
rules, regulations and practice of the 
IViiiisylviinin Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try. The examinations and tests to be 
made at intervals of not more than 
one year and at such lesser periods as 
may be recommended by said Bureau 
in individual cases. Each such exam- 
ination and test may only bo made by 
a veterinarian whoso competency and 
reliability hnve been certified by the 
Bureau. 

A complete report of each examina- 
tion and test, approved by the Bureau, 
must be filed with the Board of Health 
before the milk from any cow may be 
sold as "Grade A Milk (raw)". 

(b) The Board of Health shall cause 
nil persons employed in or about dairy 
barns or milk, houses who, in any man- 
ner may come in contact with ' ' Grade 
A Milk (raw)" on tho farm on which 
such milk is produced, or, in any place 
whore "Grade A Milk (raw)" is ex- 
posed or placed in containers to be 
examined for communicable disease at 
lrast semi-annually and at- any subse- 
quent time as the Board of Health 
may direct. Those found free from 
communicable disease shall be furnish- 
ed a health. certificate in accordance 
with the regulations 61 the Board of 
Health. The modica! examination and 
the issuance of health certificates shall 
be at the expense of the Board of 

■Health. ;'. '.,V- ;::" 

(c) Tho sanitary convenience on the 
dairy f arm, jsuci as .privy '\ vaults, cess- 



pools, etc., shall be fly tight and kept 
in a sanitary condition. 

(d) The water supply used in the 
dairy and for washing utensils shall be 
sufficiently abundant for all purposes, 
easy of access and free from contamina- 
tion. 

(.11 I'astcuri/.od Milk. 

(in "Pasteurized Milk" is milk 
uhicli has been heated to a tempera- 
luie of not less than 115 degrees 
Fahrenheit and held at that tempera- 
lure for not less than .'!() minutes. 

(bj .V true record of pasteurization 
a^ given by a recording thermometer 
approved by the Board of Health, shnll 
be on file and ready for inspection at 
the place where the milk is pasteurized. 
The record on file shall be correctly 
dated and shall cover the six months 
previous to the date of inspection. 

( c i The Board of Health shall cause 
all persons who in any manner come in 
contact with milk during or after 
pasteurization, to be examined for com- 
municable disease at least semi-annual- 
ly and at any subsequent time as the 
Hoard of Health may direct. Persons 
found free from communicable disease 
shall be furnished •» health certificate 
in accordance with the regulations of 
the Board of Health. The medic:, ex- 
amination and the issuance of health ! 
certificates shall be lit the expense of 
the Hoard of Health. 

II. Milk Inspector. 

A milk inspector should lie employed ! 
who is qualified to inspect dairy farms, j 
milk treatment plants, and supervise \ 
the many details in •■onnection with the 
piodiiction and distribution of milk. 
An inspector with agricultural college 
training and practical experience is pre- ; 
ferred. 

.Nothing has been said concerning 
the bacteriological lonut, use of bot- , 
lie-, cap-, capping machines, etc., as 
these are details which are usually ] 
taken care of by regulations of the 
local Board of Health. In some cases, ! 
however, the milk ordinance contains 
these regulations. I
